QOVERNOR FIXES THE BLAME. 


Kas., Jan. 15.—[{Special.]— 


Fred Alemander, the young negro arrested 
on Saturday night shortly after he at- 
tacked Miss Eva May Roth, was burned 
at the stake in the western part of the city 
at 5:30 this afternoon in the presence of fully 
3000 people. He maintained his innocence 
of murdering Pearl Forbes to the last and 
kept his nerve to the end, going so far as to 
ask several friends to step up and bid him 
good-by, after coal oil was thrown over him. 
Mobs have been searching the Leaven- 
worth county jail nightly for the last three 
nights. When it was found that Alexander 
had not been brought in from the peniten- 
tiary last evening the mob threatened the 
. Sheriff and warden of the Kansas peniten- 
tlary personally, and warned them to get 
théir families out of both the penitentiary 
and jail buildings, as they were going to 
destroy them both with dynamite. 
Word was sent over from Governor Stan- 
during the morning offering the State 
to the Sheriff, and also to the warden 
of the penitentiary to refuse to turn Alex- 
ander over unless the Sheriff would give a 
written guarantee to protect him., The 
Sheriff was warned by the mob that he must 
bring Alexander in. 
It moon the Sheriff organized a posse of 
deputies and went to Lansing. A spe-

The city police, who met 
the Sheriff's party at the edge of the city, 
disarmed these negroes without firing a shot. 


This caused great excitement, and a run 


Was made for the county jail. Alexander 
Was finally thrown and dragged into the jall 
building after a hot fight with the mob. 


Mob Beats Down Jail Doors. 


The mob leaders, not tO be baffled, broke 


into the jail by pounding in two doors. Men 
beat down the iron door of the cellroom and 
& yelling pack broke into the stockade, tore 
and beat down the sheet iron doors. The 
cry went up that Alexander had escaped,

Opposing Confirmation of J. 


S. Harlan Made Occasion 
for Ugly Insinuations 
of Favoritism. 


DECLARES IT INDECENT. 


Asserts in Senate Chamber That 
Appointing Sons of Two Su- 
preme Judges Calls for 
Criticism. 


WILL ASK FOR CALL OF VOTE 


Washington, D. C., Jan.15.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Pettigrew today made a vicious attack 
on President McKinley and by implication 
cast aspersions on the honesty of two mem- 
bers of the United States Supreme Court. 

The diatribe was uttered against the con- 
firmation of the nomination of James 8. Har- 
lan of Chicago, son of Justice Harlan of the 
Supreme Court, to be Attorney General of 
Porto Rico. The appointment was called up 
by Senator Foraker, the intention being to 
secure confirmation at once. 

Mer Pettigrew immediately ‘began . his 
threatened attack on the policy of the ad- 
ministration. He said he had nothing to say 
against the fitness of Mr. Harlan for tha 
office or his integrity, and knew nothing to 
the detriment of nominee, but so far as he 
was concerned the Senator said he intended 
to point out what he believed to be a per- 
nicious practice on the part of the adminis- 
tration and treatment of the Senate that he 
characterized as nothing short of indecency. 

The Senate was asked tg confirm an ap- 
pointment the reasons for which were ap- 
parent to all, and reasons which ought not 
to be approved by the Senate, whose consent 
was requisite to install the nominee into his 
office. 


Says Action Is Indecent. 


With Porto Rican cases pending before the 
Supreme Court, Mr. Pettigrew said, ft was in 
exceeding bad taste and actually indecent for 
the President of the United States to nomi- 
nate to an important office, and particularly 
to one in the very island whose political 
future was in the hands of the Supreme 
Court, a son of one of the Justices who was 
sitting in that case and whose vote would be 
essential for the court to report its conclu- 
sion. The country, Mr. Pettigrew declared, 
ought to have its attention called to this im- 
portant fact. 7 
The policy of the administration was also 
emphasiged, Mr. Pettigrew said, in the fur- 
ther fact that the President had rapidly pro- 
moteg another son of another Justice who 
the United States, and who was also sitt! 
m the Porto Rican case. Mr: Pettigrew re- 
ferred to the promotion of Lieutenant Mc- 
Kenna, son of Justice McKenna, who is a 
Lieutenant in the regular army, but who was 
made a Captain of volunteers and then pro- 
moted to be Major, and is now serving as a 
staff officer in the Philippines under General 
MacArthur. Mr. Pettigrew asserted that this 
young officer had been promoted over the 
heads of 115 First Lieutenants and over the 
heads of all the Captains who were his 
seniors and advanced to the rank of Major 
so that he might be given a favored position 


; 


Dismissal of Russell Harrison. 


But even these two appointments did not 
emphasize the policy of the administration 


required the dismissal of the son of former 
President Harrison from the army to show 
to what extent the administration was ready 
to go to reward its friends and punish its 
opponents. He pointed out the fine record of 
Lieutenant Colonel Harrison and his services 
in the Island of Porto Rico, and declared that 
he had been summarily dismissed from the 
service without cause and solely for the 
reason that his father, q distinguished Re- 
publican, had declined to agree with the 
policy of the President with respect to the 
new possessions. 


Refers to Two Appointments. 

The two appotntments first referred to were 
made, Mr. Pettigrew asserted, to influence 
men in public life and to reward them for 
their loyalty to the administration; the third 
was punished because his father had refused 
to acquiesce in whatever his party did. 

Such nominations could not be made with- 
out his protest, Mr. Pettigrew said, and there 
would.be no confirmation of such cases by 
unanimous consent. He would force a yea 
and nay vote. ! 


GRIZZLY CHARGES ROOSEVELT. 


Hunter, Who Falls—Guide’s 
Shot Is Timely. 


Meeker, Cola, Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt took the back track yesterday 
when a huge grizzly bear, roused from its 
winter nap and crazed by the pain of bullet 
wounds, charged upon the hunter. An un- 
lucky fall might have made his adventure 
more serious but for the good marksman- 
ship of his guide, John Goff. 

The story is told by Dr. Webb, who came 
in today from Coyote Basin. 

„ Barly yesterday morning,“ said the doc- 
tor, the hounds, while following a trail, ran 
into a cave where a huge grizzly bear had 
holed up for the winter. They quickly got the 
bear out and the racket brought all the hunt- 
ers. Roosevelt was first to get a good shot, 
and at close range he put three bullets into 
the bear. The only effect was to intensify its 
anger and it charged straight for the Colonel, 
brushing aside the dogs as unworthy of 
notice. 

„% Roosevelt fired three more shots and. not 
stopping the bear, which now was close upun 
him, turned and ran. He would have gotten 
away safely, but he slipped and fell heavily. 
I put two shots into the bear, but failed to 
impede the huge beast, which charged 
straight upon, Roosevelt, who had risen and 
fred again, just as Goff, the guide, turned 
loose with his heavy caliber rifle. One or 
both their bullets went through the bear’s 
head and laid it low almost at the fect of 
Roosevelt.

ANNA MUSHAM, FIRE MARSHAL’S 
DAUGHTER, ANNOYED. 


Patrolman Stops Her at Limits Barn 
and Insists on Examining for Stolen 
Goods a Little Parcel She Carries— 
Despite Her Protests and Humilia- 
tion He Carries Out Intention and 
Finds Mistake, but Refuses to Apolo- 
Ie. 


Miss Anna Musham, the 20-year-old daugh- 
ter of Fire Marshal Musham, was the suf- 
ferer yesterday from the blunder of a police- 
man. He was on the lookout at the limits 
car barns for a woman with a bundle.“ 
who had just committed a robbery in Lake 
View. When Miss Musham tripped into 
the waiting-room, carrying a tiny package, 
the patrolman, wearing star No. 2613, 
thought the little parcel must contain the 
stolen goods, so he demanded to be shown its 
contents. 

The room was partly filled with people, and 
Miss Musham was humiliated and embar- 
rassed. She assured the policeman that the 
parcel was herown. He, however, tnsisted on 
examining it, and took it from her and tore 
it open. A cloud of white powder flew in his 
face and over his clothes. Then he gave 
back the paper and as much of its contents 
as had not been scattered, but refused to 
make any apology for his mistake. 

Miss Musham, who resides at 177 Rush 
street, had been visiting Mrs. N. J. Sheridan 
at 1477 Edgecomb place, Buena Park, during 
the afternoon, and was on her way home. 
The package of face powder which she car- 
ried had been presented to her by Mrs. Sheri- 
dan. It was 6:45 o’clock when she reached 


the limits barns and prepared to take a cable 


car for home. 
Girl’s Story of the Encounter. 


The story of what followed, as told by 


the Fire Marshal's daughter, is as follows: 

“I was standing in the waiting-room 
when I noticed the officer casting suspicious 
glances at me. Directly he came up to me 
and asked me if I had been in Evanston. 1 
told him I had come down on an Evanston 
car. What's your name? he then said, 
gruffly. I told him it was none of his affair. 
What's in that bundle?’ he asked. 

J replied it was none of his business, and 
that it was private property. 

“Then he demanded to see its contents, 
and I refused to let him have it. He tore it 
from my hand and tore off the paper. I 
guess he was greatly surprised. The paper 
contained face powder, and the powder flew 
over his face and he looked astonished. He 
handed the package back to me. I told him 
he had made a serious mistake, and demand- 
ed an apology. He said I could see him at 
the Sheffield Avenue Station in the morning, 
but he would not apologize. I assured him 
he would apologize to me and my father.

SYRIAN, SEEKING A FORTUNE, 
MADE INSANE BY BLINDNESS. 


Michael Baudea Comes to Seek Wealth 
for Bride, Is Beaten, Made Blind, and 
Loses His Mind. 


With no hope of seeing the young bride 
from whom he parted in Syria six months 
ago, or of returning even as a sightless beg- 
gar to the land of his birth, Michael Baudea 
lies on a cot in the Canalport Avenue Police 
Station. 

Baudea is a peddler, 32 years of age, and 
came to this city five months ago. He rented 
a room at 142 Sherman street, and to the 
members of the Syrian colony the brief ro- 
mance of his departure from his native 
country was told. 

He had been a clerk in a small town in Syria 
and had fallen in love with the daughter of 
his employer, who was rated a wealthy man. 
Although the father had objected, the plead- 
ings of his daughter and the clerk won and 
they were married. 

Then Baudea resolved to come to America. 
For two months he roamed about the city, 
selling the gaudy wares and trinkets of Syria. 
On Sept. 18 he passed a saloon at Eighteenth 
street and Canalport avenue, in front of

Baudea protested, and was thrown 
to the street and beaten. The police were 
called and the peddler sent to the County

HELD UP ON DEATH: MISSION. 


Patrick McGinnis, a saloonkeeper, at 568 
Wabash avenue, last night resisted the at- 
tempt of four men to rob him, and was 
knocking his assailants down as fast as they 
regained their feet when one of the men 
felled him with a sandbag. Just before he 
fell unconscious McGinnis fired two shots. 
He remembers hearing a cry of pain. 

The robbers, wno were well dressed and 
had called McGinnis to a rear room to serve 
them drinks, searched the prostrate liquor 
dealer’s pockets, secured 7, and then fied, 

firing a shot at patronsof the place who 
were attracted to the rear room by the strug- 
gle. The crowd took up the chase. Several 
shots were fired, but the thugs escaped. 

Another attack of the evening had for its 
victim Albert Schulte, who lives in the 
Omaha Flats. Schulte was on his way to the 
telegraph office to inform relatives of the 
death of his father. He was assailéd and 
beaten by three men, who failed, however, to 
secure $100 which he had in his possession. 


Thugs Call for Drinks. 

McGinnis was serving drinks to several 
customers when the four thugs entered 
his saloon and went directly to the rear 
room, ordering beer. The saloonkeeper 
served the drinks and one of the men offered 
a $20 bill. McGinnis went for the change 
and as he returned two of the men seized 
him by the throat, while the other two drew 
revolvers. 

* Utter a word and you are a dead man,” 
said one of the robbers. “ We want your 
money and resistance is useless.” 

McGinnis broke away from the two rob- 
bers, who held him by the throat, and 
knocked one of them down. Then he seized 
a beer glass, dashed its contents in the faces 
of the robbers who held the revolvers, and 
struck the remaining highwayman to the 
floor with the glass. 

The two armed robbers attempted to fell 
MoGinnis with the butts of their revolvers, 
but the saloonman dodged the blows end 
succeeded in drawing his own weapon, from 

ihe fred two shots. There was a cry | 
or te and then McGinnis sank to the floor 
unconscious. One of the robbers had struck 
him on the head with a sandbag. 

While the saloonman was prostrate the 
bandits went through his pockets, secured 
7 in bills, and 8 their escape through 
the rear doorway, Which opens toward the 
Chicago Manual Training School. 


Patrons Take Up the Chase. 

Just as the robbers left their victim and 
started for the doorway a half dozen men 
from the barroom rushed into the back room 
and commanded the thugs to halt. One of 
the robbers turned and fired, the bullet lodg- 
ing in the wall. 

The fobbers then ran down the alleyway, 
followéd by the saloon patrons and others 
who had been attracted. Some of the pur- 
suers had revolvers and fired. several shots. | 

In the meantime McGinnis had been re- 
vived. Accompanied by several friends he 
went to the Harrison Street Police Station 
and reported the robbery, furnishing the 
police with descriptions of the robbers. 

Sergeant Mooney and a half dozen detec- 
tives were assigned to the case. It is thought 
by the police that the robbers boarded an 
outgoing Rock Island train. 


Robbed While on Death Mission. 

Albert Schulte, who was attacked while 
on his way to inform relatives of the death 
of his father, gave battle to the three men 
who assailed him. He was beaten and 
kicked. The arrival of a patrol wagon from 
the Hyde Park Police Station saved him 
his $100. Schulte’s younger brother, who ac- 
companied him, fled at the beginning of the 
attack and informed the police. 

The holdup took place at Fifty-fifth street 
and Lake avenue, one of the busiest corners 
of the night in Hyde Park. On three of the 
corners are saloons. Passersby consequent- 
ly were led to believe that the attempted rob- 
bery was a drunken brawl. 


Both Thugs in Action. 
One of the thugs choked Schulte while 
another attempted to throw him to the side- 
walk. The third endeavored to reach his 
pockets. Schulte finally was thrown to the 
sidewalk and was at the mercy of the rob- 
bers when the police arrived. 

The robbers left their victim and caught 
a west-bound cable train, which they left 
when the police in the patrol wagon drew 
near, disappearing in Washington Park. 
Schulte’s face was severely bruised by the 
footpads.

RESIGN STANFORD 


MORE PROFESSORS QUIT AND A 
STAMPEDE Is EXPECTED. 


| Heads of English and Mathematic De- 
partments at Palo Alto School Show 


University, and Other Instructors 
Are Expected to Join the Exodus 
from the Institution. 


Palo Alto, Cal., Jan. 15.—[Special. ]—Stan- 
ford University is all torn up today over the 
resignations of Professor William Henry 
Hudson of the English department and of 
Professor Charles N. Little, head of the 
mathematical department, both of whom are 
personal friends of Dr. Howard, and took 
this method of showing their disapproval of 
the effort to crush free speech in the uni- 
versity by his forced resignation. 

Among students and professors there is 
great excitement, and it is probable many 
students will leave and go to the State Uni- 
versity, as the courses in economics, social 
science, history, English literature, and 
mathematics will now be badly crippled, as 
it is impossible to fill the vacant places be- 
fore another college year. 

Dr. Jordan has disappeared from 
Alto and his friends say he is suffering from 
nervous prostration caused by his troubles 
in the school since Mrs. Stanford forced the 
resignation of Professor Ross last Novemper. 

It is said Professor Bolton Coitt Brown, 

head of the art department, has declared his 
intention of resigning, and a general stam- 
pede may follow, as several professors con- 
template going out in a body as the only way 
of keeping their self-respect and of protest- 
ing against a policy which makes academic 
freedom impossible. 
+ Professor Hudson, at the time Dr. Ross 
was forced to resign last November, ex- 
pressed his opinion freely in regard to the 
blow given to freedom of speech and thought, 
and it is assumed that his resignation fore- 
stalls a demand for his dismissal. 

Both he and Professor Little handed in 
their resignations, and Dr. J. C. Branner, 
acting President in Dr. Jordan’s absence, 
accepted them, to take effect immediately. 
The classes of both professors will be dis- 
missed for the semester. 

Professor Hudson is well known in the 
literary circles, as he has written an intro- 
duction to Herbert Spencer’s works and two 
books of essays, Idle Hours in a Library 
and Studies in Interpretation.” He was 
private secretary to Herbert Spencer for 
several years, assistant librarian at Cornell 
University, and for five years has been at 
Stanford. He is one of the most popular 
_professors at the university.

STRANDED ON CUBAN ROCKS. 


Mail Steamer Vigilancia, from Mexican 
Port, in Distress Ninety Miles 
from Havana.

HAVANA, Jan. 15.—The New York and 
Cuba mail steamer Vigilancia ran on the 
rocks about ninety miles from Havana and 
seven miles west of Cayetano at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Up to 6 o’clock last 
night the vessel was still safe. The agents of 
the line here have sent the steamer Orizaba, 
with twenty stevedores, two tugs, and four 
lighters, to assist if necessary in unloading 
the Vigilancia and to bring its passengers to 
Havana.

The Vigilancia, which was coming from 
Mexican ports, was light, drawing only about 
fourteen feet of water. It is now in ten feet 
of water aft and fourteen feet forward.

December, 1898 — Senator Quay, State 
Treasurer Hopkins, and others indicted for 
conspiracy to use for their own profit Penn- 
‘sylvania State funds deposited in People’s 
Bank of Philadelphia. John Wanamaker 
and others began fight against reslection of 
Quay to Senate. 

Jan. 17, 1890.—Deadlock for Senator begun 
in Legislature, with Quay losing ground 
daily thereafter, 

March 4, 1899.—Quay’s second term in 
United States Senate expired. 

April 20, 1899.—Deadlocked Legislature ad- 
journed. 

April 21, 1899.—Quay and others acquitted 
in court of conspiracy charge, and Quay im- 
mediately appointed by Governor Stone to 
succeed himself as United States Senator. 

Dec. 16, 1899.—Senate Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections took up question of 
whether Quay was entitled to seat. 

Jan. 23, 1900.—Reports of majority and 
minority of committee, the majority report 
being against seating Quay, followed by ex- 
tended debate on floor of Senate. 

April 23, 1900.—Senate by a Vote of 33 to 
32, party lines being obliterated, refused 
Quay the seat. 
Jan. 15, 1901,—Quay receives a majority of 
votes in each chamber of the new Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature, assuring his election on 
joint ballot tomorrow. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 15.—[Special.}—After 
a six years’ fight, the bitterest in the history 
of Pennsylvania politics, Colonel M. 8. Quay 
today succeeded in overthrowing his political 
enemies in what is regarded as the final 
rout and was elected to succeed: himself 
in the United States Senate by a good ma- 
— His vote was 130 to 118 for his oppo- 
nents. 

When the Legislature met on Jan. 1 Quay 
was a defeated man, and resting secure in 
this thought his enemies went to sleep and 
there is where they made their mistake. 
While they slept the Quay people, tireless 
and energetic, began an onslaught on the 
anti-Quay ranks, and it was not long before 
they made inroads such as materially weak- 
ened “ the insurgents,” as the anti-Quay peo- 
ple were called, 


Has a Majority in Each House. 

In the Senate Quay received 26 votes to 
24 for his opponent; Colonel Guffey, Demo- 
crat, getting 12; Congressman Dalzell, Re- 
publican, 10; Postmaster General Smith, 1; 
and ex-Congressman Huff, 1. In the House 
Quay secured 104 votes, two of them in- 
surgents, who had signed the anti-Quay 
pledge, and one a Democrat, who threw 
party traditions to the winds and refused 
to go into the Democratic caucus. 

Quay’s opponents could muster but 95 votes 
against him, divided as follows: Guffey, 48: 
Dalzell, 24; Smith, 12; Huff, 6; the balance 
scattering. 

The wildest excitement prevailed during 
thé balloting in the House. Long before 
that body convened at 8 o’clock the chamber 
was packed with legislators and spectators. 
The crush at the doors was so great that 
many members had to have the aid of police 
to get into the hall. The entrances were 
guarded by a cordon of policemen, but they 
were powerless to cope with the crowd, In 
a rush to admit Representative Galvin the 
door in one of the lobbies was broken down 
— the hall was soon crowded to suffoca- 

on, 

Speaker Marshall called the House to or- 
der at 8 o’clock and directed the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to clear the aisles. The House officers 
were unable to handle the crowds, and the 
Harrisburg police force was called in to as- 
sist them. 

There will be a joint convention held to- 
morrow, but it will only compute the vote 
alld and there will be no further bal- 

oting. 

Quay’s certificate of election already is 
made out, and will be presented to the United 
States Senate tomorrow by Senator Penrose, 
and he will ask to be sworn in on Thursday. 


Anti-Quay Men Score Deserters. 


Fifty-elght anti-Quay Republicans tonight 
gave out a signed statement declaring that 
sixty-five membérs of the Legislature en- 
tered the caucus on Dec. 31 and signed a 
solemn pledge to fight in every possible way 
to prevent Quay’s election. Seven of the men 
who voted for Quay today are named as 
signers of the pledge. 

This desertion is denounced as worse than 
the treason of Benedict Arnold and as re- 
sponsible for incalculable evil tocome. The 
statement says: 

“The motive which prompted these men 
and the inference to be drawn from their con- 
duct we leave to their constituents and the 
intelligent and decent people of the country.”

LONDON, Jan. 15.— Captain J. Elzar Ber- 
nier of Quebec, who has volunteered to 
make a voyage of discovery to the north pole 
by a new route and by aid of inventions of 
his own for ice traveling, has practically 
completed his arrangements in England and 
will sail for Canada in a few days to submit 
his ideas to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Cana- 
dian Premier.

** My plan,” be said, is to start via Bering

Assertion Made That Experiments by 
M. Maiche Are the First Successful

Sends Messages in Straight Lines— 
James Kelsey, in America, Has Al- 
ready Tested Design of His Own 

with Practical Results.

PARIS, Jan. 15.—M. Emile Gautier an- 
nounces that the first step has been made in 
the discovery of wireless telephony. He 
ascribes the discovery to M. Maiche, a 
French inventor, whose experiments M. 
Gautier witnessed in the forest of St. Ger- 
main on Sunday. The transmitter was in 
a house on the outskirts of the forest. It was 
connected with the earth in the manner in 
which lightning rods are connected. - Two 
iron posts, ninety feet apart, connected with 
the conducting wire, were planted in the 
ground about 1,000 yards distant. Voices 
and other sounds at the transmitter were 
clearly heard at an ordinary telephone re- 
ceiver attached to one of the posts.

M. Maiche will not divulge the secret of 
his discovery, but claims that communica- 


‘tion is in a straight line, not like the Mar- 


coni system of wireless telegraphy by a wave 
current, but by a circuit current, virtually 
enabling a given spot to be aimed at. If the 
receiver is not placed exactly in the direc- 
tion given to the current there will be no 
transmission, and receivers on either side 
of the line of transmission will not be af- 
fected. M. Maiche has hitherto not suc- 
ceeded in tranemitting messages further than 
1,000 meters. 

The statement in the above dispatch that 
M. Maiche’s discovery is the first step in the 
direction of wireless telephony is incorrect. 
On Dec. 17 last a dispatch from Minneapolis 
gave the details of a successful experiment 
In the use of the telephone without wires 
made by James Kelsey. 


Ontario Has a Claimant.» 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Profes- 
sor Stone Wiggins, the well known astron- 
omer and weather prophet of this city, is 
developing electric currents so as to produce 
a wireless telephone. He claims the discov- 
ery will enable ships to talk to each other 
though separated by long distances at sea. 
It will also do away with the necessity for 
wires on railways. Wiggins says Marconi 
appropriated his ideas in regard to wireless 
telegraphy. . 


RELIGIOUS ORDERS ATTACKED. 


Debate Opens in French Chamber on 
the Proposed Law Dealing with

PARIS, Jan. 15.—The debate on the asso- 
elatlon bill, which is a government measure 
directed against the religious associations in 
France, aiming to put them on the same 
footing’ as financial and commercial com- 
panies, so that they can be driven into Nqui- 
dation, opened in the Chamber of Deputies 
today. There was a fair attendance of Dep- 
uties, and the public galleries were over- 
flowing with persons interested in the out- 
come. 

Two speakers monopolized the sitting. 
These were M. Renault Morliere, a Moderate 
Republican, and M. Viviani, a Socialist. 
Both were hostile to the bill. Both favored 
some measure dealing with the religious 
orders. 

M. Viviani said it, was the circumstances 
under which the religious orders existed that 
compelled interference. Their members 
were bound by perpetual vows to obey blind- 
ly the orders of one man, while they were 
enfranchised citizens and struggled daily 
against the government of the country. 
These vows were both illicit and anti-social. 

Politicians expect that the debate will last 
for many weeks.

Victory for Hyde Park. 

In a ruling announced at the opening 
session of the Branch Appellate Court Judge 
Shepard holds that all the ordinances of the 
Village of Hyde Park which were in force 


relative to the liquor traffic continued in 


effect after the annexation of the village to 
the city. This decision settles the matter of 
vending beer in gallon quantities. 

The decision was made in the test case 
brought in the name of Felix F. Krause, 
butcher and grocer, at 4540 Cottage Grove 
avenue, to compei by mandamus the issuance 
of a license permitting him to sell malt 
Hquors in gallon quantities. The suit was 
resisted by the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
ciation, which regarded the licensing of 
beer-selling grocers with disfavor. A writ 
of mandamus was issued by Judge Dunne 
on the ruling that only those ordinances of 
the Village of Hyde Park which referred 
specifically to dramshops continued in effect 
after the annexation. 

The final ruling of the court reverses the 
judgment of the Circuit Court, and directs 
the dismissal of the petition for mandamus. 


DISMISS COLOGNE INCIDENT. 


Rejection of Officers Who Declared 
Against Dueling Subject of Ques- 
tion in the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—The government, in the 
Reichstag today, was interpellated in regard 
to an occurrence at Cologne, where some 
young Catholic non-c issioned officers, 
who had qualified as army reserve officers, 
were, contrary to the regulations, asked to 
set forth their views of dueling and were 
rejected because they declined to recognize 
that dueling was obligatory.

Speakers of all parties condemned the 
Cologne affair and several of them inquired 
if the time had not come to abolish the se- 
lection of officers by the officers’ corps of 
the regiment.

FALLS FROM A“ L TRAIN 


THEODORE BOETTGER STEPS FROM 
CAR AND DROPS 25 FEET. 


Former Member of the Thomas Orches- 
tra Victim of an Accident at the 
Fifty-ffth Street Station of South 
Side Line—Guard Opens Gate When 
Platform Is Out of Reach—Another 
Passenger Barely Escapes Injury by 
Grasping Iron Railing. 


Theodore G. Boettger, an aged musician, 
formerly a member of the Thomas Orchestra, 
stepped from an Alley L' train at the 
Fifty-fifth street station last night and fell 
twenty-five feet to the ground, receiving in- 
juries that may cause his death. J. W. Han- 


son, a bookkeeper for Brainard & Co., who 


left the car ahead of him, barely escaped 
falling. 

The end of the car in the train on which 
Mr. Boettger was a passenger extended be- 
yond the station platform. Despite this fact 
the guard opened the gate to let passengers 
off. As Hanson left the car he managed to 
grasp the iron railing of the station platform 
and saved himself from falling. Mr. Boett- 


ger, who followed, did not see the railing and 


‘fell to the ground. 

H. C. Burgin, an employé of the Fish Furni- 
ture company, was the third passenger to 
leave the car. When hesaw Mr. Boettger fall 
he quickly stepped back on the platform and 
escaped injury. 

The accident caused considerable excite- 
ment among the passengers on the train, 
who hurriedly left the cars and gathered 
on the station platform. The guards on 
the train ran down the station steps to 
ascertain the extent of Mr. Boettger’s in- 
juries. When they reached his side Mr. 
Boettger was unconscious and: blood was 
flowing from cuts on his face. The police 
were notified, and the injured man was re- 
moved to his home by the ambulance of the 
Fiftieth Street Station. Later he was taken 
to Mercy Hospital. 

It w found that one eye was so badly 
injured that the sight is destroyed. His nose 
was broken and his body otherwise badly 
bruised. 

The guard on the train who opened the 
gates was Henry Quirtman.

SEE LIGHT FROM PLANET MARS. 


Prof. Pickering of Harvard Describes 
Discovery Made by Observers 
in Arizona.

Charity Organization Men Dis- 
cuss Plan of Abolishing 
the Office.

Two SIDES OF QUESTION. 


Opinion General That Change 
Should Be Made Gradually, 
if at All 


COUNTY AID WELL GIVEN. 


Officers of charitable organizations doubt 
the practicability of County Commissioner 
Rollin B. Organ's plan for abolishing the 
County Agent and distributing the fund ap- 
propriated by the county through private 
societies. They agree that the plan proposed 
is deserving of careful consideration, but ad- 
vance the question as to whether it would 
not have more objectionable features than 
the present plan. 

Many defend the administration of the 
County Agent's office, and object to the 
criticism of the expenses of that office last 
year. They cite the fact that the expendi- 
ture of $28,500 in the distribution of $110,000. 
worth of aid is misleading and does not show 
the aid rendered by the county physicians 
and other assistance which cannot be valued 
in dollars and cents. 

Objections to a Change. 


All agree that the distribution of the fund 
by private societies would be economy and 


would remove it entirely from political in- 


fluence, but raise the point that a cutting off 
of the County Agent and his assistants 
would prevent the county from properly in- 
vestigating all who apply for entrance into 
courfty institutions, and those places would, 
as a result, be overrun, 

„% The subject is one which should be care- 
fully considered,” said E. P. Bicknell, super- 
intendent of the Chicago Bureau of Chari- 
ties. “‘I am riot prepared at this time to 
commit myself either for or against Commis- 
sioner Organ's plan. On general principles 
I am opposed to the giving of public outdoor 
aid. People who seek county aid feel or 
grow to feel that they are entitled to as- 
sistance as a matter of right, that they have 
a property right in the public fund which is 
raised by taxation. They do not have that 
feeling when they receive aid from private 
societies. Eastern cities have abandoned the 
giving of public aid, but in Chicago we prob- 
ably have not reached that point where we 
could cut off the appropriation entire I 
think that the fund should be cut own 
gradually. The expense of conducting the 
County Agent’s office is not excessive. 

„ fear that the plan proposed is too com- 
plicated and would result in friction as well 
as confusion on the part of the various so- 
cleties selected for the distribution of the 
kund.“ 


Might Fill County Institutions. 

“The suggestion is not a new one,” said 
the Rev. C. G. Trusdell, general superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Relief and Aid society. 
“The same idea was proposed a number of 
years ago. It would seem tome that an abol- 
ishment of the County Agent's office and his 
department would result in the filling up of 
The county would 
have no way of investigating the applicants. 
The department, in a measure, stands be- 
‘tween the public and the public institutions. 
Then, again, nearly all the societies confine 
their work to a certain class of people. There 
would be friction when it came to an appor- 
tionment of the fund between these different 
interests. It would also seem that t 
some demand for a fund which can be used 
by the county in case of an emergency.’ The 
County Agent’s office is well administered at 
the present time.“ ‘ 


Economy in Private Societies. 
“The plan has arguments in its favor and 
against it, said President Timothy D. 
Hurley of the Visitation and Aid society. 
I think that charity can be best distributed 


by societies which have a defined scope for 


their work. It could be more economically 
distributed by the private societies than it 
can by the County Agent.“ 

“I am not prepared to express an opinion 
on the subject.“ said Miss Julia B. Lathrop. 
“ Much can be said in favor of the plan and 
much can be said against it.“ 


COMPLICATION IN SEIZURE CASE 


State Department Told of Venezuela 
Taking Boats Owned by Ameri- 
cans Flying British Flag. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—I Special. 
Minister Loomis cabled the State department 
from La Guayra today that the Venezuelan 
government had seized two vessels belong- 
ing to the Orinoco Shipping and Trading com- 
pany. The explanation given for this act 
by the Venezuelan government is that the 
ships were impressed for use against revolu- 
tionists. 

The Orinoco company is controlled 
Americans, with a Mr. Olcott of New ** 
as President, but operates under a British 
charter and flies the British flag. The ves- 
sels seized have been plying between La 
Guayra and Trinidad. No protest has been 
made to the State department as yet by per- 
sons interested in the company. State de- 
partment officials have not been able to de- 
termine what action should be taken by this 
‘government, owing to the compiications pre- 
sented. 

It is expected that Great Britain will take 
the initiative in the matter of a protest to 
Venezuela, although it is possible that the 
Venezuelan government may have acted un- 
der some rights impressment. England has 
a gunboat in Central American waters, which, 
it is expected, will be dispatched to La 
Guayra pending an investigation of the 
seizure.

General Secretary in Report to Building 
Trades Convention Recommends 
Settlement. 


Cincinnati,O., Jan. 15.—Both sessions of the 
convention of the National Building Trades 
of America today were devoted to the annual 
report of General Secretary-Treasurer Stein- 
biss, who recommended that the General 
Executive board thoroughly investigate the

whose explorations for the government 
have been almost beyond value from the 
wonderful versatility of his scientific 
knowledge, without which an explorer is of 
little benefit to mankind. He is a botanist 
whose work in the almost unbroken Ice fields 
of Alaska is highly valued by men of that 
branch of science; a geologist of no mean 
merit; his meteorological observations about 
the north pole ranking as high as does the 
work of the foreigners who united in the 
international investigation; a zodlogist of 
the highest rank in the government: and to 
this already long line of talents is added that 
of an ethnologist ‘in this or 
any other country. 

The most wonderful part of Mr. Nelson's 
study of the Eskimo is that the work was 
done at odd intervals procured from his 
official duties. This work is of inestimable 
value to the Bureau of Ethnology, for since 
the introduction of missionary schools and 
gold mining expeditions the status of these 
curious and interesting citizens of the United 
States has been greatly changed, and, as is 
to be expected, the fascinating beMefs and 
customs are falling into disuse or becoming 
greatly modified: 

Mr. Nelson's expedition completed a suc- 
cessful reconnoisance of a region previously 
almost unknown as regards it geographic 
and ethnologic features. When the revenue 
steamer Corwin called at St. Michael’s on 
its way north in search of the Jeanette, the 
Secretary of the Treasury appointed him 
naturalist of the expedition. 

Mr. Nelson's work at the time of his ex- 
pedition was in the line of zodlogy, but as 
there was no chänce in that field for him to 
go to Alaska, he was appointed under the 

ureau.

PROGRESS WITH ARMY BILL. 


Vote Expected to Be Reached Soon on 
Measure Which Excites Some 


Interesting Debates. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—Seme progress 
was made by the Senate today in the consid- 
eration of the army reorganization bill. One 
amendment that has created much debate 
was disposed of and a tacit agreement has 
been reached for 4a vote soon.” 

The principal speeches against the bill 
were made by Mr. Berry of Arkansas, Mr. 
Bacon of Georgia, and Mr. Teller of Colorado. 
Mr. Warren of Wyoming delivered an ex- 
tended argument in support of the bill. Dur- 
ing the speech of Mr. Bacon a colloquy be- 
tween him and Mr. Hanna of Ohio as to the 
issues in the November elections created 
much interest.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


St. Paul Officials Inspect Various Sys- 
tems of Car Lighting—Stock 
Transfer Confirmed. 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul officials 
have just made an inspection of various sys- 
tems of car lighting with a view of adopt- 
ing seme standard method of illuminating 
“library and ordinary passenger coaches. A 
number of cars were sidetracked at the 
Union Depot, each equipped with the 
system of one of the competing 
companies. At present lamps are 
used almost entirely in the Hghting of all but 
parlor and sleeping @ars. Electricity can 
only be used on limited trains on account of 
the expense of equipment and maintenance. 
Acetylene gas, generated on the cars, it is 
thought, will be the base of car lighting sys- 
tems of the future, and several cars equipped 
with modifications of this idea were sub- 
mitted. The system which seemed to meet 
with the greatest favor generated the gas 
in a small tin box which takes up little room 
and a brilliant light is furnished for sixteen 
lamps. Further tests will be made, however, 
by the Milwaukee and St. Paul officials be- 


Confirm Transfer of Stock. 

Treasurer George 8. Prince of the New 
York Central confirms the statement that 
his company has turned over all its holdings 
of stock in the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, as well as in the Lake 
Erie and Western, to the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern. The recent 
statement of the Lake Shore shows 
its holdings in the Big Four (Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis) to consist of $11,225,400 common 
stock. This amount, in connection with the 
private holdings in common and preferred 
shares of the Vanderbilt family, is under- 
stood to constitute a majority of the Big 
Fours entire share capital. This action 
silences the reports lately circulated that the 
New York Central would absorb the Big 
Four road.

King Victor Emmanuel thoroughly appre- 
clates hie obligations to his people in the 
matter, and realizes, too, that when they 
pay a large sum under the head of civil list 
to the monarch, they naturally expect some 
return for their outlay. This return they 
cannot be said to have received to any ex- 
tent in the past. For King Humbert, like 
his father before him, had a horror for all 
court ceremonies and entertainments, while 
all last winter, a „ar ago, and for several 
months prior to King Humbert's death, the 
Quéen abstained from giving any festivities 
at court in deference to the Pope's views and 
wishes on the subject of the holy year. 

The royal household has been to a great ex- 
tent transformed and remodeled, many old 
faces having disappeared, younger people 
being appointed in their places. Indeed, the 
predominaht feature of the Italian court as 
now constituted will be the youth of its va- 
rious officials end dignitaries, Which will 
serve to endow it with more life and spright- 
liness than was the case during the reign of 
the late King. 

Americans about to visit Europe will do 
well, therefore, to take note of this, and to

To 
begin with, the court of Rome is far more 
accessible to foreigners, and particularly to 
Americans than any other, while, owing to 
the south African war and the lossee of life 
entailed thereby, the season in England is 
likely te prove the most somber and dull on 
record.

Inasmuch as doubt has been cast upon the 
truth of a statement which I made the other 
day in these letters to the effect that exile 
to Siberia was still in vogue in Russia, al- 
theugh officially proclaimed to have been 
abolished near a year ago, I would draw at- 
tention to the reports of a speech delivered 
the other day by General Dragomiroff, re- 
garded as destined to hold the position of 


event of any Duropean war. This speech 
was reported in full by the leading Russian, 
German, and French papers, and dealt with 
cases which had been brought to his notice 
of soldjers belonging to the orthodox Rus- 
sian Church manifesting reluctance to take 
their place in the ranks side by side with 
heretics or Jews. if 

The stout old General, who is one of the 
most popular officers of the Russian army, 
denounced sentiments of this kind in the 
strongest fashion, declared that they were 
contrary to discipline, and wound up by 
promising to ‘“ deport,” that is to exile, to 
Siberia any officer er soldier whom he found 
to have been giving expression or effect to 
these bigoted views. This speech was de- 
livered at Kieff only last month, and fur- 
nishes convincing proef that in spite of all 
that-may be asserted to the contrary, exile 
to Siberia continues to exist as a recognized 
means of punishment in Russia. 


A good deal of comment has been caused 
by the publication of the telegram of Queen 
Victoria to the King of Portugal, in which 
she describes him as her dear nephew,” 
and people have been asking themselves how 
the venerable British sovereign comes to be 
the aunt of the Portuguese monarch. She is 
not his aunt, except by courtesy, end their 
relationship through the house of Coburg is 
remote. As a rule, sovereigns address one 
another as brother“ and ster.“ Napoleon 
III. having, indeed, gone to war with Russia 
at the time of the Crimean campaign, be- 
cause Emperor: Nicholas, who persisted in 
regarding him as an adventurer, would only 
consent to address him as friend,“ and not 
as a brother monarch. But it is obvious- 
ly absurd for young sovereigns, for instance 
such as the Queen of Holland, the young 
King of Spain, and the King and Queen ef 
Portugal to address as sister a woman 80 
immeasurably superior in point of age as 
Queen Victoria. The result is that they give 
her the title of aunt ’’ in their intercourse, 
official and private, with her. It is an act o 
courtesy and deference due to her advanced 
age, which has been adopted by all the sov- 
ereigns and royal personages of a later gen- 
eration than her own. In fact, the only 
sovereigns who continue to address her as 
sister are the septuagenarian Emperor of 
Austria, the King of Sweden, and the octo- 
genarian King of Denmark. To all other 
sovereigns and royal personages she is 
“aunt”’ by courtesy, where she is not 
actually grandmother, which is the position 
which she occupies towards the Emperors of 
Germany and Russia.

Poland, that is to say the Russian por- 
tion thereof, has cause to congratulate itself 
on the Czar’s choice of a successor to the 
late Prince Imeretinski as Governor General 
of Poland—namely: Count Woronzoff Dash- 
koff. The latter was throughout the reign 
‘of Alexander III., and for several years after 
the accession of the present Emperor, Min- 
ister of the Imperial Household, and next to 
the Czar himself the most powerful man in 
all Russia. Not only did he have under his 
immediate orders the entire imperial house- 
hold, and the household of the various mem- 
bers of the imperial family, as well as their 
estates, but likewise the management of 
all crown property and of the Emperor's 
private possessions, the imperial stables and 
stud farms, the immense mines of gold, 
silver, and precious stones in Siberia belong- 
ing to the Emperor, the game preserves, the 
court clergy, the imperial museum, in fact, 
of everything pertaining elther to the crown 
or to the Emperor personally.

When the Eastern companies withdrew. 
from Chicago last December a movement was 
Started to organize a plate glass company in 


this city, and the scheme hus reached a point 
Where part of the necessary capital has been 
Subscribed. Those interested in the plan 
Claim that a company pursuing a conserva- 
tive policy can secure a fair return on the 
investment of money in such an enterprise. 
There is considerable feeling in local circles 
over what is claimed to be an attempt to 
form a trust! of plate glass companies in 
the East and control the Held in Chicago. 


Chicago Agents Want Independence. 

The general agent of one of the largest 
companies in Chicago said, in speaking of the 
situation: 

“ Chicago handles a large amount of this 
class of business, but agents will not for a 
moment be dictated to. During the confer- 
ence with company officials in Chicago sev- 
eral weeks ago it was practically decided to 
abandon the rate war and return to the 
Standard tariff. This was done for two 
weeks. Because one or two companies held 
back and complicated arrangements an 
Eastern compact was formed to dissolve the 
Chicago compact and substitute in its place 
an Eastern agreement, with a rating clerk in 
Chicago, who would quickly learn the lines
